Gladstone's Wisdom In Advising the Fawn.

A few years ago, when Mr. Glad- 


stone, in one of his charming tracolio 
orations at Eawarden, recommended the 
British farmer to turn his attention to 
fruit cultivation and the making of Jam 
his advice -was received with a good 
deal of cheap and ignorant ridicule. As' 
usual, the ex-premier has proved a good 
deal wiser than his critics, and those 
who gave ear to his conncel in this in- 
stance hare had no reason to regret their 
confidence, la an interview a famous 
provider says: • 
. "Tho motive that indnced me to take 
np the jam trade was my knowledge of 
the fact that within late years the de- 
mand for presorves had been steadily in- 
creasing, while that for butter has, up- 
doubt in consequence, eJSbwii atandenay 
rather to decline thau.otherwise. Cater- 
ing as I do for some 800,000 daily cus- 
tomers, I have naturally good opportu- 
nity of knowing what the public want 
n the matter of provisions. 


"Jam 
has a great future before it. 


Iho people are using it more and more 
argely every year, and, in my opinion, 
hey are doing wisely, for what could 
>e cheaper and at the same timehealth- 
er than a good jam made from .sound 
English fruit? 
, •; 


"I attribute the superiority of Ena. 


ish fruit to the nature of the spil and 
o tho fact that the fruit ripens more 
tradually in our climate than in conn- 
ries where there is more continuous and 
owerful sunshine. The slower the rip- 


ening process the better is the flavor of 
the fruit. 


"You may not perhaps be aware that 


strawberries grown in the northern parts 
of Scotland are vastly superior in all re- 
spects to those grown in southern Eng- 
and, without doubt because they take 
longer to mature. 
Australian jams are 


being pushed largely in India and else- 
where and 
may very probably come 


over here before long to compete with 
our home produce. 


"In Ireland there is a magnificent fu- 


ture for the fruit growing industry if 
only its opportunities were turned to ac- 
count. Even now most of the blackber- 
ries that come to the English markets 
are grown in Ireland. But there are 
enormous possibilities there of wliiob.no 


j one has yet taken advantage. Properly 


worked, its fruit trade might yet do 
much to insure Ireland's commercial 
prosperity. "—Westminster Gazette.

Gladstone'* •Wisdom In Advising tho Xtom- 


* 
«» to Cultivate Fruit. 


A few yean ago, when Mr. Glad 


stone, in one of his charming traoolio 
orations at Hawarflen, recommended tbe 
British farmer to turn hia attention to 
fruit cultivation and the making of jami 
his advice was received with a good 
deal of cheap and ignorant ridicula Aa 
nsnal, the ex-premier has proved a good 
deal wiser tbau hia critics, and those 
Who gave ear to bis counsel in this in 
stance hare had no reason to regret their 
confidence. In an interview a famous 
provider says: ;: 


, "The motive-that? induced me to take 
up the jam trade \vas my knowledge of 
the fact tlmt within late yeara the de- 
mand for preserves had been steadily in- 
creasing, while that for batter bos, no 
doubt in causequdrioe, shown n, tendency 
rather to decline thanflthsrwise. Cater- 
ing as I do for Borne 800,000 daily cus- 
tomers, I have notnrally good opportu- 
nity of knowing what the public want 
in tho matter of provisions. 


"Jam 
has a great future before it. 


Tho people are using it more and more 
largely every year, and, in my opinion, 
they are doing wisely, for what could 
be cheaper and at the same tirao health- 
ier than a good jam made from.sound 
English fruit? 
j.1; 


"I attribute the superiority of Eng- 


lish fruit to the nature of the soil and 
to the fact that the fruit ripens more 
gradually in our climate than in coun- 
tries where there is more continuous and 
powerful sunshine. The slower the rip- 
ening process the better is the flavor of 
the fruit. 


"You may not perhaps be aware that 


strawberries grown in the northern parts 
of Scotland are vastly superior in all re- 
spects to those grown in southern Eng- 
land, without donbt because they take 
longer to mature. Australian jams are 
being pushed largely in India and else- 
where and 
may very probably come 


over here before long to compete with 
our home produce. 


"In Ireland there is a magnificent fu- 


ture for the fruit growing industry if 
only its opportunities were turned to ac- 
count. Even now most of the blackber- 
ries that come to the English markets 
are grown in Ireland. But there are 
enormous possibilities there of which no 
one has yet taken advantage. Properly 
worked, its fruit trade might yet do 
mnoh to insure Ireland's commercial 
prosperity."—Westminster Gazette.

This in- 
cludes, AS does the otikial report, San- 
days and days over which the Legisla- 
ture adjourns without transacting any 
business. 
In tho eighteen days iu 


which it hna been officially in spsaiuu 
u Legislative Fund bill, resoiuticus re- 
lating to the lieilly Funding bill, the 
Nicaragua Canal and Hawaiian Islands, 
and commendatory of the course of 
Senator Jones iu severing his oouuec- 
tioti with the Republican wing of the 
Wall Street brigade, have been adopted, 
two contested election cases have been 
disposed of and a number of bills of 
more or less importance to the people 
introduced and referred to appropriate 
committees. 


As compared with former Legisla- 


tures in this State the work, go far, has 
been performed expeditionsly. 
TLe 


Legislative Fund bill is one-half less 
than at many former sessions, but the 
people expect more from this session 
than wheu the old parties were in power 
and the members should not <ltaap< 
point their constituents in that re- 
•peot. 


jiuny, if not nil, of those composing 


the present Legislature are business 
men and tax payers. It is safe to say 
that rot one of them pays those iu 
their employ for services which they 
do not perform. Times are uuprece- 
dently dull and taxes higher than peo- 
ple like to hava them. Why, then, 
should tho Legislature adjourn over 
two days each week aud charge the 
State for services not rendered ? The 
answer that it has been the custom 
eince the State was organized will not 
satisfy the public who believe "the 
custom would be more honored in the 
breach than in tho observance." The 
few thousand taxpayers tsaunot afford 
to p-iy a Legislative body for fntteriuK 
away its time. Neither can they a.'l .n'd 
to waste the timoof tho session in listen- 
ing to a few men whose principal ol.jout 
qcsms to bs> to make political c.ipiti! 
uii'l hear themselves tilk. There are ;i 
number of appropriations to be acted 
upon and they should receive iinmudi- 


to do the work than it does of old em- 
ployes, who understand the routine of 
the office.

INCR1SA8ING SALARIES. 


What One of Our Kepreientativ** Say* 


on the Subject. 
OABSON, February 7,1895. 


EDITOR JOUBNAL:—In your issue of 


this date I notice under the head of 
"Washoe County Delegation," in which 
yoar correspondent seems to fnroran 
increase of the salaries of certain 
Washoe county officers, and also says 
the Washoe Delegation is considering 
the expediency of such an increase. It 
may not be out of order for me to say 
that the Washoe Delegation does not 
take kindly to any proposed increase 
and as far as I am aware will not favor 
any such legislation. My own recol- 
.ecticu is that previous to the last elec- 
:ion all creeds and conditions of men> 
and especially the tax payers of our 
iounty, were agreed that 
economy 


should be practiced in all departments 
ot State and county government, in- 
deed the candidates for 
legislative 


positions were especially instructed to 
work in that direction. Another fact 
can be mentioned in this connection, 
thusly: During the last campaign there 
was a struggle for all the offices in our 
county. Much ' time and money was 
spent by many good men who wanted 
the office?, presumably at the salaries 
provided by law. I do not believe in 
the practice of increasing tbe salary of 
any officer. The fact that salaries are 
lower in Washoe county than in some 
others to my mind is commendable, 
rather than a disgrace. 


If our county officers are not satis 


fled with four or five dollars a day for 
every working day in the year let me 
call their attention to the condition of 
the taxpayers who toil, many of them 
for twelve or sixteen hours a day, for a 
sum of less than six bits a day. In my 
opinion the man^ who pays the taxes 
should be recognized as a pretty good 
fellow himself. 


Uy the way, Mr. Editor, I am think- 


ing of of introdcning a bill providing 
that all taxpayars shall be allowed for 
their hard labor, and in consideration 
of the money they pay so that the tax- 
eaters may faie sumptuously every 
day, at least one dollar a day. Briefly 
stated it is not simply a question ol 
how much our officials should have, 
but rather how much can our tax pay- 
ers afford to pay. In conclusion I will 
simply say that in about a mouth you 
will have in your midst a statesman out 
of u job and that if any of our county 
officers think they can't afford to serve 
at present pay, I will fill any one o 
the positions myself at a price twenty 
l>ur cent loss than it now costs.
